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JAMES HENRY (JIM) PATRICK was born on April 13, 1861 in Washington 
County, Alabama. His parents were: Mother: MARTHA PATRICK, 


Father: JOHN COLLINS. 


JAMES PATRICK married ELLA NORA JOHNSTON on December 29, 1887 
They were the parents of twelve children, eleven of which 
lived to adulthood and rear families. 


JAMES PATRICK died on June 11, 1929 and is buried in the United 
Methodist Church Cemetery at Calvert, Alabama. He had no 


known Brothers or Sisters. 
MEMORIAL TRIBUTE 


It has long been my regret that my only memory of Grandpa Jim 
Patrick is his death and burial. I was seven years old when word came 
to my folks, living in Satsuma at the time, that Grandpa had died. 


We drove to Calvert in Daddy's Model "T" and I remember Grand- 
pa's coffin resting between two dining room chairs in the living 
room of his home. Six of his friends carried him out and up the 
hill to the Methodist Church that he had attended regularly for 


many years. 


After the eulogy Grandpa Jim was laid to rest in the cemetery 


behind the church. 


Grandpa was born during the time that our Southland was being 

: torn apart by a tragic war and he grew up during the awful days of 
the Reconstruction but I am told by many who knew him that he was a 
good man, respected by his neighbors; an honest man who paid his 


debts and kept his promises. 


Grandpa bestowed on his large family the most valuable asset 


any father can give: a good name. 
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ELLA NORA (JOHNSTON) PATRICK was born on January 20, 1872 in 
Washington County, Alabama. Her parents were: Mother: ANN 
(YOUNG) JOHNSTON, Father: POWELL BATES JOHNSTON.

MEMORIAL TRIBUTE 


It was my privilige to know Grandma Nora Patrick for many years. 
She was--and still is-- a strong influence in my life, as well as 
the lives of all who were lucky enough to know her. 


She often came to visit us after Grandpa's death. Sometimes 
her visits lasted a week, sometimes as long as a year; but however 
long they lasted it was never long enough for. she was always a 


welcome guest. ag 


Grandma was a true friend--to the children as well as the grown- 
ups. She was never too busy to stop and listen when anyone needed 
a sympathetic ear and no problem was so large~-or small-- that she 
couldn't offer sound advice. She always maintained a quiet, re- 
laxed dignity and I don't recall ever hearing ner raise her voice 
in anger toward any living creature; human or animal. 
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Grandma preached thrift and hard work and she practiced what she 
preached. She was never idle. She planted gardens, raised chickens, 
sewed beautiful quilts, made jelly, canned surplus food from the 
garden, supervised hog-killings and sausage making...there is no 
way to list them all. 


She was, without question, the kindest, most gentle person I 
have ever known. Even now, after over sixty years, I recall the cool, 
soft touch of her hand on my head as I lay burning with the fever 
of malaria and the calm assurance of her voiee that I would soon 
feel better--~and I always did. 


‘She had enough courage and determination for a dozen people. On 
a summer evening around 1935 or 36, she slipped and fell while 
walking down the front steps of our home in Calvert and broke her 
hip. The doctor, when he finally arrived, told her that she would 
probably never walk again. But the doctor failed to take into 
account the bulldog determination of this strong-willed woman. 


It took a few months for her bone to heal but one day Grandma 
decided that the time had come for her to begin the long and 
painful job of walking. It was slow progress but she didn't let 
up until she was sitting on the edge of the bed. She soon began 
to stand and then walked with a crutch which was later replaced 
with a cane. The last time that I saw her in 1939 she had discarded 
the cane and walked with a slight limp. 


Grandma was just too much woman to give up and spend the rest of 
her life disabled.

175 descendants for this man - He was my husband's Great Grandfather. I have not been able to 

identify his ancestors. 


I have looked at all appropriate census records, visited cemeteries, mailed inquiries, bought & 
read books, & made lots of phone calls. | have also sent a letter to the MOWA Indian Tribal 
Office in McIntosh, Washington County, AL and have spoken to Mr. Peter Rivers and 
Jacqueline Matte with reference to a connection there. 1 have contacted Teresa Ridout in the 
Genealogy Department of the Neshoba Library; Jean Strickland with the JACKSON-GEORGE 
Regional Library System & Delila Shaw with the Choctaw Indian Agency in Philadelphia, MS. 
J have submitted inquiries to: "Southern Queries", "Family Puzzlers", "Family Ties", The 
Washington County (AL) Historical Society, and PRODIGY. I want you to know that I have 
made a valiant effort over the past 20 years, unfortunately to no avail. Please hear my plea ... 


Family members say: 

"After his death and before his widow's death (that would be sometime after 
6-11-1929 and before 11-29-1941, his widow, Ella Nora Johnston Patrick, went 
to a lawyer in Philadelphia , Neshoba County, MS to file a claim that James 
Henry Patrick had Indian heritage. No one in the family has the information 
in writing." 


I am willing to research the files myself if you do not have the time. I am very careful and 
consider all documentation precious. This is very important to me. I am a 7-year high school 
math teacher vet and have taken a pre-retirement package from IBM after 14 years of giving my 
life to IBM with no time to pursue the genealogical research that I love so much. My plans are 
to get a 2nd Masters degree in Counseling with the time and money that I now have. Before next 
quarter starts, I am hoping to plan some trips with my parents to locations (courthouses, etc.) to 
complete some undone family research. They, like me, are careful and trustworthy and have 
offered to help. It is my hope that I can resolve this ongoing mystery of JAMES HENRY 
PATRICK. 


Mrs. Lovorn, if you consider this request unreasonable, please let me know. If the papers that 
are so valuable are a bother to you, have you considered donating them to an institution that 
could microfilm them and make them available to historians and genealogists ? My parents and

gone from home.
